Following the success of the corn 
show 
last year it was deemed ad­ 
visable 
to 
broaden 
the 
scope 
of the event and take in live stock, 
for which Rush eounty is famed. The 
i n c r e a s e in the produetion of regis­ 
tered hogs in this 
eounty was re­ 
s p o n s i b le for tin* movement designed 
to combine tin* corn and live stock 
show. 
ll is also believed that classes will 
he made for poultry a- this is an in­ 
dustry which has grown 
rapidly in 
tin* county during the past few years 
under 
the 
stimulus o f 
advanced 
methods, 
such as the 
milling 
of 
flocks, that has resulted in increased 
revenue for poultry raisers. 


The home economies section of tin* 
corn show last year was a very great 
s u c c e s s and it will undoubtedly be 
included 
in the show 
this 
year. 
Women of the eounty responded in 
fine .fashion and brought out a large 
showing o f bread, butter, cakes and 
oilier products o f their kitchens. 


The 
movement for a show 
on a 
larger scale was started bv tin* Rush 
County F a r m e r s association, tin* di­ 
rectors of which have already appro­ 
priated $500 as a basis for financing 
tin* proposition. 
The farmers invited 
Rushville business men to co-operate 
in giving tile show and committees 
have been 
appointed from

wanis and Rotary clubs to meet with 
the farmers committee to "tart tile 
movement.

It is stated that the re­ 
gular practice of dragging the road 
after a rain has not been followed, 
whieh is largely responsible for the 
surface of the road becoming humpy 
so that no speed eau he made

safety in an automobile. 
The road is not in the excellent 
condition that it was during the sum­ 
mer, beyond Arlington, hut .this is 
due in many

whieh i> being done in widening the 
highway.

in London with the heads

June and in the early days of last 
July. 'And while there was never any 
public, confidential, direct or indi- 
rect statement to this effect by any 
administration 
spokesman, every 


well-in'fonned newspaper correspon- 
dent, in W-a siting! on knew that 
the 


United States government was ut- 
terly opposed to a renewal of 
the 


Anglo-Japanese Alliance the prin- 
cipal quest-ion up for discussion in 
the Imperial conference. 


When the Prime Ministers of the 


British Dominions went to 
London 


for the Imperial conference, Prem- 
ier Meighen, of Canada, announced 
in no uncertain terms' that Canada 
was opposed to ,a 
renewal 
of the 


Amslo-Japanese Alliance, .and 
that 


in this question Canada's interests 
lay with those of the United States. 


Premier Hughes, 
of Australia. 


seemed to favor th6 Alliance, while 
Premier Massey, of New Zealand, 
apparently was watering between 
opposition to the AlBanee and fav- 


_ pring it. Premier Meighan remained 
E adamant in his opposition to the Al- 


liance. He seized notice on the Bri- 
tish government that if the Alliance 
were renewed, he would take 
the

The interests of the Pacific Do- 


minions were in common with those 


:>f the United States in the Pacific 
and Far Eastern situation. 
As an, 


example, did they not bar Japanese 
iminig-nation from their shores 
as 


did the United States with 
even 


more rigid restrictions? 


There is no doubt that high offi- 


cials of .this government were pri- 
vately gratified .at this attitude of 
the Dominion Premiers, and there is 
also no doubt that this 
government 


not olTicially, but in fact, was"-look- 
ing to the 
Dominion Premiers in 


London to save the situation. The 
following bit of significant and hith- 
erto unpublished information shows 
the trend of the American govern- 
ment's opinion in the days just pre- 
ceding the calling of the Washing- 
ton conference: 
' 
The <|'uestion of creating a 
ma-in 


battleship fleet in the 
Pacific, 
by 


concentrating either all or the most 
powerful of the American 
battle- 


ships on the west coast,'was up for 
decision by President Harding and 
his cabinet. 
Diseasing this ques- 


tion with th.e writer'one day, a high 
official of the government 
said, in 


substance. 


"I <im strongly in favor 
of this 


move. It wouldn't be a. step directed 
against Japan, 'but the question is 
simply one of insuring 
one's own 


house. Anyway, we are looking to 
the 'Dominion Premiers in London 
to protect our interests". 


Because of the delicate diplomat- 


ic situation, this question is under- 
stood to have been passed iipon by 
Secretary Hughes and the 
Navy 


Department's plans are believed to 
have been ntoderated, 'so that only 
the newest and most powerful 
of 


the American dreadnaughts, the oil 
burning types, were sent out to the 
Pacific coa'st, to replace the older 
battleships, But, an effect, a main 


battleship fleet was regarded here 
as having been created in the Paci- 
fic. 


Du.iiing the meeting of the Imper- 


ial conference in London, Secretary 
Hughes is understood to have made 
plain to Great Britain, through his 
conversations here with British Am- 
bassador 
Geddes and 
in similar 


conversations 
which 
Ambassador 


Harvey, acting on instructions from 
Washington;, had in 
London with 


leaders of the British 
government, 


the feeling of opposition 
in 
this 


country to the Anglo-Japanese Al- 
liance. 


Meanwhile.- the British govern- 


ment had ruled that the Alliance, in 
accordance with its terms, was to 
continue automatically for 
another 


year, but there was no decision on 
its continuance for a future term 
of years. 


Ambassador Harvev had been pri- 


vately "feeling out" the British go- 
vernment 
»ind 
representatives 
of 


other powers on the disarmament 
question, and soon after the Paci- 
fic and Fa.r Eastern 
situation was 


being anxiously discussed. The two 
questions seemed to dove-tail into 
the present conference to be 
held 


here on these two great problems. 


Later,. Lord Curzon, the British 


Secretary for Foreign Affairs, con- 
ferred 
with Ambassador Harvey, 


and, recognizing the dilemma of Ks 
government, is understood to have 
declared that. Great 
Britain 
was 


ready to Wave a frank discussion of 
these questions 
with 
the United 


States. Harvey reported to Secre- 
tary Hughes that Great Britain was 
ready for a- conference.

Hughes is understood to have re- 


ceived that cable on the morning of 
Saturday, July 9, Shortly after, he 
went to the White House with Har- 
vey's dispatch. The decision to call 
the conference was reached in an 
hour's conference

Harding. Hughes came away and 
sent iis 
communications to

another tax! and if one 


wants to hear music, in a theater, 
there is still another tax. The tax on 
"enjoyment" has had the effect of 
closing more than 100 movie houses 
here in the past few months, and has 
driven every circus out of Germany, 
either to England, France or Hol- 
and.

;ax is placed upon pigeons, geese,'

cats. 
The tax on geese ha 


caused much objection, for it 
has 


struck at the very heart—of rathe 
stomach—of Germany, since roas
